A lw ays the sam e charge has been brought against the 
iconoclasts: that they don't see the forest for the trees. 
The incidental, the accidental and the im m aterial becom e 
more im portant to them than broad realities. 
T he question is not w hether the iconoclasts tell the truth, 
because of course in m ost cases what they say is incontestable; 
but whether these sensational truths, unduly em phasized, d o not t 
leave a total im pression upon the hearer far m ore untrue than 
if the intriguing "facts" had rem ained forgotten. 
For instance, suppose we grant that the discarded legends 
of the Savior s boyhood did hold a grain of truth, and that he 
was im pudent to his parents, disobedient and w illful——just how 
does that fact w eigh in com parison with the larger fact that for 
tw o thousand years H e has been an inspiration for the w hole 
w orld; that H e has had a larger and better influence upon more 
lives than any individual w ho ever lived? 
But de bunking w hen it represents an honest, though often 
awkward, groping for truth—-even when truth is som ew hat 
bruised by the process— is quite a different m atter from d e ­ 
bunking which is geared to propaganda in a quest, not for truth 
at all, but for its opposite.
